XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 38.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, 
and March, 1918. 


January. —The rainfall for January, 1918, was characterised by excesses above the average 
over the greater part of the Tropics, and in the extreme South. Elsewhere the falls were, as 
usual at the time of the year, scanty, although in many localities the normal values were ex- 
ceeded. The Southern rains fell almost entirely in connection with two disturbances, each of 
which marked the close of a severe heat wave. On the 20th, registrations ranging up to 2-90 
inches (at Cranbrook) were effected in the South-West corner, and on the 26th even heavier 
falls (maximum 4-12 inches at Denmark) were recorded over the Southern half of the Great 
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Southern district, and Eastward to the Phillips River. Over these rather restricted areas the 
totals for the month exceeded the normal amount by 1 to 5 inches (maximum 5-18 inches above 
at Mt. Barker). Smaller excesses were met with Northward to the Eastern Railway, and near 
the coast as far as Moora, and also along the South coast to Esperance. The only other ex- 
tensive area that received more than the normal quota of rain embraced the South-West corner 
of the Murchison and a small portion of the Northern Midland country, where thunderstorms 
were considerably in evidence. Elsewhere the falls were light and scattered, and the totals 
mostly lower than usual. i 


In the Tropics the majority of stations recorded excesses. The exceptions included Broome 
(1:64 inches below), Derby (3-40 inches below) and Nullagine (2-72 inches below), also a few 
other coastal stations, otherwise. the average values were exceeded by amounts varying from 
a few points to three inches. Thunderstorms were of daily occurrence in the Kimberley, and 
on two occasions 24-hour gaugings of over four inches were effected, viz., Wyndham, 4:55 inches 
on the 17th, and Turkey Creek 4-20 inches on the 24th. 


February. —With a very few exceptions, the rainfall throughout the State for the month 
of February was decidedly heavy, even in the Tropics, where summer rains are the rule. At 
Broome, the excess amounted to 10-38 inches, and at Winning Pool 10-32 inches; otherwise, 
the excesses in the Northern provinces of the State varied from 2 to 9 inches. The only excep- 
tion was Fitzroy, in the West Kimberley, where a defect of a few points occurred. 


Over the Goldfields the totals were everywhere above normal, generally to the extent of 
from 1 to 3 inches. In one or two instances, however, a considerably larger excess was recorded, 
notably Yalgoo, with 6-27 inches above the average monthly fall. 


The same conditions were observed throughout the greater part of the South-West and 
agricultural districts, although here and there a slight defect was shown, mainly on the coast 
between Greenough and Shark Bay, but further Northward on the coast of the Gascoyne, 
country, excesses again appeared, while the inland portions of that district shared in the general 
heavy rains. 


A reference to the rainfall records showed that at many stations, the totals for the month 
under review exceeded any previously recorded during February. The majority of these 
stations were located in the North-West, Murchison, and Eastern agricultural districts. In a 
few instances the falls were also the highest on record for any single month. 


In the Tropics, rain was registered practically every day during the first 17 days of the 
month, but in only a scattered fashion for the remainder. In sub-tropical areas the rain-bearing 
disturbances were four in number, and traversed the State at regular intervals. They each 
started from the North-West coast and moved Southwards. The third (15th to 17th) brought 
most of the rain to the South-West and agricultural districts, but the bulk of the goldfields 
registrations occurred in connection with the first two. 


March.—The most notable feature of the March rainfall was the almost complete cessation 
of rains in the Tropics, where, apart from a heavy thunderstorm at Wyndham on the 6th, only 
a few isolated showers were reported. In the Tropics the March rainfall is very variable. Not 
infrequently the month is quite dry, but on the other hand it is sometimes marked by very 
heavy rain. In the present instance the importance of the deficiency is minimised by the ex- 
ceptionally heavy downpours in February. 


Over the remainder of the State the only rain of any importance fell towards the close of 
the month—from the 25th onwards. In the greater part of the Murchison and over a large 
portion of the Midland country, from 1 to 4 inches fell within 48 hours, and decided excesses 
above normal were recorded, more especially in the former district. On the coast from Gerald- 
ton, Northward, and on the Northern and North-Eastern confines of the goldfields, very little 
rain fell, while over the far Eastern agricultural areas, in the extreme South-West corner, and 
at several South coastal localities, deficiencies were met with. The monthly totals at the re- 
mainder of the sub-tropical portion of the State showed that the average values were consider- 
ably exceeded,
